Halkosaari discloses a mobile telephone comprising an engine ssembly comprising a display and a plurality of 
switches without an intermediate rigid cover that snugly fits the engine assembly and comprises an integrated keypad, for user input, 
aligned with the plurality of switches (see Halkosaari: fig. 2); and Hsu teaches a flexible c over (see Hsu: par. pars. 0002, 0007, where 
Hsu discusses an enclosure made of soft material such as leather or fabric, which are inherently flexible) 
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
